Andrea McNichol ask when 

they hand over samples of handwriting 
for her to study. McNichol is a 
graphologist, someone who can look 
at a person’s handwriting, drawings, 
and doodles and figure out the writer’s 
personality as well as his mental, 
emotional and physical state. 

McNichol’s first inkling that there is 
a connection between handwriting and 
personality hit her when she was in 
grade school. “When I was 11,1 
got good grades in everything but 
handwriting,” she remembers. “In 
trying to improve my handwriting, 

I noticed that when I felt better, 
my handwriting was better. Then I 



What’s in a name? 

Handwriting analyst 
Andrea McNichol knows. 

noticed that the loud people I knew 
had big, loud handwriting and the shy 
people had little, tiny handwriting.” 

These days McNichol has her own 
graphology business; clients ranging 
from business owners to the police 
ask her to report on what people’s 
handwriting reveals about them. And, 
as always, she continues to add to her 
handwriting sample collection. “I’ve

been collecting handwriting samples 
for 40 years,” she Says. “I always carry 
8 1/2" x 11" unlined paper and a 
pen with me so I can ask people for 
handwriting samples. Nobody has 
ever turned me down.” 

McNichol says it takes about five 
years to learn graphology. If you 
want to try your hand at handwriting 
analysis, here’s what she suggests 
you look for: 

The slant, “if the handwriting 

f leans to the right, the person is 
i emotionally expressive. If it goes to 
! the left, then he’s emotionally cold. If 
some words lean to the left and some 
lean to the right, you’re looking at the 
handwriting of an emotionally unstable 
person who’s going to be difficult to 
get along with.” 

The size of the 

handwriting. “Generally, the 

bigger the writing, the more outgoing 
the person. The smaller the writing, 
the more introverted the person.” 

Neatness level. “The neater 

the writing, the neater the person. If 
the handwriting is sloppy, then the 
person’s usually sloppy.” 

The margins. “The writing 

should be lined up next to an 
imaginary left-hand margin. If it’s 
I not, the writer doesn’t toe the 
line of society.” 


The details. “Do all the i’s 


have dots? Are all the t’s crossed? 
People who are very detail-minded in 
life tend to be very detail-minded in 
their handwriting.” 

The fine print. “If someone 

prints when there is nothing wrong 
with his handwriting, then he doesn’t 
want to show his real personality to 
other people.” 


“Murderer,” 
She Wrote 


Call her a graphology 
gumshoe. Andrea McNichol 
often helps the police solve 
crimes by analyzing notes that 
criminals have written. 

She’s found a few traits that 
usually surface in the writings 
of people behind bars. Watch 
your back if you get a letter 
from someone who: 


• slants letters in all 
directions. 

• writes big letters next to 
small letters. 

• doesn’t leave margins— 
especially on the left side 
of the paper.

The 
climb was another story. 

It meant trekking with a heavy backpack for 30 miles, mostly 
alone and uphill over hardened, jagged lava that’s as sharp as 
broken glass. As for life’s finer things, well, like most volcanoes, 
Mauna Loa has no showers or TV available. 

Oh, and one more thing—this mountain of fire could blow 
sky-high at any minute. It erupts about once every four and a 
half years, but I set out almost / / years to the day after the last 
explosion. Talk about overdue. 

But Mr. Adventure wouldn’t want it any other way.

DISTANCE WALKED: Seven and a half miles 
TIME OF TRAVEL: Four hours 
HIGHEST ALTITUDE: 10,040 feet 


I stretched my legs, slipped into 
my pack and was off. My first 
footsteps on this volcano took 
me through a forest before I emerged 
onto a rocky slope. Psyched, I quickly 
climbed above the altitude where 
A trees and green plants thrive. It 
•' would be three days before I’d see 
another tree. Until then, my whole 
world was a 
0 lava landscape. 

Today, I was 
£ headed for a 
£ cabin midway 
^ up the volcano, 

^ where I planned 
to spend the 
^ night. After the 
five-mile point, 



some soupy, volcanic fog 
called vog started chasing 
me. The last thing I needed 
was some of Mauna Loa’s 
famous wild weather. 

Anything can happen up 
there: Snow can bury the 
trail, winds can blow up to 
70 miles per hour, and vog 
can wipe out visibility in 
seconds. 

Hoping to beat it to the 
cabin, I moved faster. But I had several 
more miles of nasty lava flows to 
cross. The aa (pronounced ah-ah )— 
a sharp form of dried lava rock that 
loosens and clinks underfoot—was 
perfect for twisting an ankle. 


Rivers of lava 
(right) form during 
eruptions. These 
eventually cool and 
harden into rock. 
The dried lava flows 
I crossed were 
many different 
colors—red, black, 
gold, even green. 

A sign of relief: the 
first cabin (above). 


Before I got too frustrated with all 
the aa, I arrived at the deserted cabin. 
Cool! It was nestled inside a splatter 
cone, an old eruption site that looked 
like a minivolcano. The reddish-brown 
dirt made it look like Mars. 

I collected water from a big tank 
next to the cabin and cooked some 

soup. Fortunately, 
I felt no altitude 
sickness. Up 
where there’s 
less oxygen, 
many people suffer 
intense headaches, 
dizziness and nausea. 
The only cure is to 
get back down. 

Feeling lucky about 


my day, I thanked Pele, 
the Hawaiian volcano 
goddess. According to 
legend, she rules this 
mountain, so I wanted to 
stay on her good side. 

In the evening, I 
climbed nearby Red Hill 
and checked out the 
prehistoric scene. 

Splatter cones and 
craters dotted Mauna 
Loa’s slopes, and I wouldn’t have been 
surprised to see a dinosaur lumber 
by. Darkness fell and a superbright 
moon rose. It doesn’t get any better 
than this, I thought, heading inside to 
drift asleep.

T his was one tough day on 
the ultimate StairMaster. 
Almost every step was 
tricky as I picked my way over tons of 
aa. It was killing my feet and boots. 

I awoke early and headed for 
A another cabin near the top of 
2 Mauna Loa. After several hours, 

T my hands became grossly swollen, 
probably from the altitude. But my 
1 head remained clear. The heights 
5; also made me lose my appetite, 

* but around noon I stopped to 
£ eat anyway. 

j When I started hiking again, 

^ I found it harder and harder to find 
the piles of stone that mark 
^ the trail. Called ahu 
1 ( ah-hoo ), they’re placed 
about 100 yards apart. 

Before passing each ahu, I 
had to locate the next one 
so that I knew where to 
go. The ahu blended in 
with the lava background, 
so they were easy to lose. 

Trudging up slope after 
slope, I wondered if I’d 
ever see the top of this 
volcano. I was dying to 
get up there and look 
down into the deep 
caldera with the funny 
name: Mokuaweoweo. 

A caldera is the gigantic 
crater formed when a 
volcano’s main cone 


I sure didn’t want 
to lose sight of the 
ahu (below). In 1981. 
a hiker strayed, 
and he was never 
seen again. 



collapses. Mokuaweoweo is 600 feet 
deep and about nine miles around! 

I was almost there. I walked down 
and across a deep crater floor. Thank 
you, Pele, for the first flat ground I’ve 
seen in two days! But then I had to 
start climbing again— ugh. 

Now I was on the rim of 
Mokuaweoweo, looking into the 
volcano. I went another slow mile 
(it felt like 10 miles) and saw another 
cabin. I tripped several times in my 
excitement to get to it. Once there, 

I threw a gooey, melted chocolate bar 
I had into some snow. Then I used my 
bandanna to filter some cruddy water 
from the tank and gulped a giant drink. 

With sore feet and 
rubbery legs, I fell into 
one of the bunks for the 
ultimate power-nap. 

I awoke completely 
refreshed. My candy was 
solid again. Mauna Loa 
was quiet and still. It was 
just me up there—and 
Pele, of course. 

Eventually, my 
photographer friend Brad 
arrived, via a different, 
shorter trail. It was good 
j to have a companion. 
That night, lava and 
adventures filled my 
dreams. I still had 
plenty of both ahead 
of me.

Three days of hard 
work above the 
clouds were paid 
off with my arrival 
at the summit cliff 
(right). There I left a 
D.A. message (below) 
for you to find. 


I awoke to another red dawn on 
Mars. It had been a cold night, 
but the sun warmed things up 
quickly. Brad and I ate oatmeal, signed 
the hiker’s logbook and packed up. 

We were off to the summit, the 
1 highest point on Mauna Loa. Our 
2' route would take us all the way 
* around to the other side of the 
*" caldera rim. 

Qji On the way, we passed a crater 
j; that was about 250 
£ feet deep. I yelled into 
£ it: “Adventure on!!” I had 
^ yelled down other 
^ craters, with no luck, 
but finally, I heard what 
^ I wanted: a resounding 
1 echo. Brad and I kept 
yelling until we were 
gasping and laughing in the thin air. 

We came to a cool windbreak called 
Jaggar’s Cave—named after a scientist 
who slept there while observing 
eruptions up close in the early 1900s. 
We hid our heavy packs behind 
some rocks in the cave, since we 
knew we’d be back this way, and 
headed up to the main summit, 
nearly three miles away. 

The climb was a piece of cake. It 
was a major relief to hike without all 
that pack weight. We followed the 
caldera rim up until we came to a huge 
ahu. The trail stopped here, where 
there was no higher ground. We had 
reached the summit! 


Camera • Shortwave radio • Microcassette recorder • Notepad and pen ■ Rope • Bandanna • Sleeping ba? • 


Below and in front of us was 
Mokuaweoweo. Way across it, we 
could see the cabin from last night, 
now a tiny speck. About 20 miles in 
the opposite direction, we could see 
Haleakala, a huge volcano on Maui, 
another Hawaiian island. Lying on my 
stomach with my head over the edge, 
I looked straight down 600 feet to 
the crater floor. It was actually 
steaming in a few spots! 

I was at the top of the 
world’s highest active 
volcano on a crisp, 
beautiful day. It was 
impossible to look in 
any direction and be 
bored. Mr. Adventure 
was extremely happy. 

I found a logbook in 
a metal box buried within the ahu. 

I wrote some thanks to Pele, and 
the following: “To all, Adventure on!” 

Look for my name if you’re 
there. 
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|| he coolest thing I did in Hawaii 
was also the hottest: I went on a 
dangerous night hike right over scorching '■ 
lava and watched it pour into the ocean. 

I set off with D.A. photographer Brad 
Lewis, who had a special pass allowing us 
to head where no one else can go. We 
reached some lava cliffs at the shoreline, 
but we didn’t get too close to the edge. 

Hot lava is tricky. You never know when 
a big old chunk of this lava land might just 
break off and plop into the ocean, taking 
us with it. People have died this way. 

I put on my respirator to avoid noxious 
fumes and crouched right next to an oozing 
orange flow. My neck and face burned as I 
got within inches of the gooey mess. Yowza — 
it was the hottest blast I’ve ever felt. 

Brad set up his tripod. I looked toward 
the water and was mesmerized. Bright 
lava gushed and hissed into the water. As 
darkness fell, ribbons of fiery orange crept 
down the hill behind us. 

Suddenly, we smelled something 
burning. We checked around us, but we 
seemed safely away from any hot spots. 

A light rain started to fall. We hiked back 
with flashlights as the drops sizzled on the 
hot ground. Below our feet, the lava glowed 
like a furnace. 

The next day, I discovered what caused 
that burning smell: The lava had melted 
my boot soles and a plastic buckle from my 
pack. We survived, but our gear didn’t!

As we walked further, we saw 
roots hanging down from the tube ceiling, where 
new plants had grown. 

When we reached the other side of the cave, Mr. 
Adventure said, “Cool! Let’s go back through the 
cave again!” We all agreed, and that’s what we did. 


Cool Volcanoes 

Here’s a look at some of 
the more violent ones: 

Mount St. Helens, U.S.A.: 

This baby rested for 123 
years and then woke up 
with a bang in May 1980. 
The eruption shortened 
Mount St. Helens by 
1,300 feet. 

Mount Pinatubo, 
Philippines: when this 

volcano erupted in 1991, 
it was the nastiest 
explosion on Earth in 60 
years. Tons of volcanic 
ash flew into the 
atmosphere during the 
eruption, leading to 
dark skies and cooler 
temperatures as far as a 
thousand miles away. 

Galeras, Colombia: As it 

erupts, Galeras sends 
about 45 pounds of gold 
into the rocks around its 
crater each year. But 
looking for the treasure 
can be dangerous—nine 
people died here in 1993. 

Tambora, Indonesia: This 

is where the deadliest 
eruption in history took 
place. When it erupted 
in 1815, about 92,000 
people were killed. 

Outer Space: Earth isn’t 

the oniy place you can 
find volcanoes. Earlier 
this year, scientists 
detected a volcanic 
eruption on Io, one of 
the moons of Jupiter. 

This is the only planet 
in our solar system 
other than Earth where 
an active volcano is 
known to exist.

If you want to pitch, you just head to the 
mound and start throwing some heat, 
right?
